A little new light hw recently been 


ttoown on the problem of the distance 
ot the snn. This is the great yardstick 
o! •etronomy. For more than a century 
srery effort has been mode to ascertain 
tho distance as accurately » possible. 
Methods direct and indirect have been 
employed. Considering the fact that the 
> 


knowledge tiros •ednlooaly pnn-raed can 
serve no utilitarian purpose, the gener- 
ous expenditure in tho pnnnit does 
wedit to the intellectual aspirations of 
the human race. From the time of Cap- 
*«in Cook's expedition to the Society ig- ! 
-lands to observe the transit of Venns in 
H69 until the present day millions of 
dollars have been spent in this effort to 
drop » sounding line to the mm. 


Copernicus believed ti»t the sun was ; 


aot more than S, 000.000 miles away. | 
There ,vere philosopher* before the i 
Christian era who knew as nruoh as I 
1»t For several yeais past we have • 
teen msuied that fee dilitance conld not • 
t» far from 92,800,000 mileg; But al- 
most a century ago Laplace assumed a 
pwallax for the srra which gave almost' 
wactly that distance. Since his time 
various astronomers have attacked the • 
problem, and their result* have varied 
from 91,000,000 to 9(5,250,000 miles,, 
SKI difference between these extreme es- 
timates being nearly as great as the en- 
tire distance was believed' to.be by the 
founders of astronomy. . 


Vet these facts carry no challenge to 


the soundness of modern agronomical 
methods or the substantial correctness of 
fte resclts attained by them. The dis-

By this is meant the amount ol j 
nwplacoment that the utara undergo in 
consequence of the fact that we are look- 
lng at them from a, globe whioh is not 
standing still, but is moving in an orbit 
xromid the sun at tho rate of about 181 
m'les in a second. Ligiat travels 180,- 
330 miles in a second. The ratio of the 
Wlocity of the flying sarth to that oi 


light rnet-RureH the aisplacement iu tho 
position of the stars that is called their 
aberration. But, manifestly, if vre can 
learn precisely how far the earth travels 
in a second, we shall know just how 
long its orbi t is. We know that the e arth 
takes one year, or, more exactly, 81, D58, - 
150 seconds, to go once around that or- 
bit 
If, then, we can find out with rig- 


orous accuracy how far it goes iii a sec- 
ond, we can at once calculate not only 
the length of the orbit, but the distance 
of the sun, which depends directly upon 
the size of the orbit. Of oomrsB allow- 
ance mtist be made for the fact that; the 
orbit, instead of being a circle, is an 
ellipse, and that consequently the earth's 
rate of traveling varies a little. But 
mathematics take care of that 


Now, 
we have seen that the displace- 


.ment, or aberration, of the stars fur- 
nishes a moans of determining the ratio 
of the earth's velocity in its orbit to the 
known Velocity of light If that aberra- 
tion is accurately measured, it mnst 
give, by a simple calculation, the veloc- 
ity of the earth and the distance of the 
snn. The aberration as ascertained at 
the Sandwich Islands is slightly smaller 
than previous measurements had made' 
it It amounts, to 20.483 seconds of arc. 
This gives for the average velocity of 
the earth in its orbit. 18.4582 miles in a 
second, and for the distance of the sun 
93, 709, 000 miles. The distance derived 
from the observation of the transit of 
Venus in 1874 was hbont 620,000 miles 
less than this, while that calculated 
from the transit of ,1883 was about 1»0,- 
000 miles greater. But Laplace's rahio 
of the solar parallax, adopted by him in 
#99, gives a distance differing by only 
'80, 000 or 90,000 miles from that shown 
By the calculation based on the new 
; constant of aberration. So Laplace was 
probably nearer to the truth than miiuy 
of the later astronomers have been. 


It is evident that the final solution of 


the great problem has not even yet been 
obtained. There is an uncertainty of 
perhaps as much as 100,000 miles still 
remaining. Since the distance oi the 
snn forms a base line for calculating the 
distance of the stars, an error of 100,000 
miles in that base lino would mate* o 
difference of nearly 80, 000, 000, 000 miles 
in the calculated distance of tho nearest 
fixed star in 'the sky- It is for tho as- 
tronomers of the future, then, to deter- 
mine the real dimensions of the uni- 
verse, if they can. For our part, wo 
must be content to know that they arc 
areat almost beyoud tho power of raath- 
ematics to express ami certainly be- 
yond the power of imagination to con-

'.Che mottieipal tenements or artisans' 


dwellings, as they are variously called, 
consist of blocks of fiats on either tide 
of the Saltmarket The buildings are 
four stories in height The ground floors 
ue occupied by shops. The house:, are 
usually arranged so that on two floors 
th< re are three tenements, a tenement of 
two rooms being ou each side of tho 
itaircase and a tenement of one room be- 
tween them. There are also several flats 
of three rooms each. The tenement of 
ouo room is 14 by 13 feet. It is fitted 
wirh a bed closet, which is expected to 
answer the purpose of a second room, a 
scullery, a large press -or cupboard, a 
commodious dresser and a kitchen range. 
8»ch an apartment rents for $40 a year. 


The two roomed fla'G has a small lobby 


fitted with a press, or closet. On one 
side of the lobby is the living room, 
wMch is completely furnished as a 
kitchen. A scullery adjoins. There is 
also a bed aluove in the room. On the 
other side of the lobby and on the front 
of the honse is the sitting room, to which " 
is also attached a bed closet. Such a flat 
rents for $48. 50 j«r annum. The three 
roomed flats rent for $80 a year. Gas is 
supplied by the city at the usual rate of 


' *0 cents per 1,000 feet. There is a laun- 


dry at the top of the honse for the use 
of the tenants. These artisans' dwellings 
are constricted in the most substantial 
manner. The stairs are stone, and the 
»t«ir\vay walls are riles or glazed brick, 
which is easily kapt clean. 


It has long been objected that these 


dwellings do not meet the necessities of ; 
tho poorest class of laborers. The rents 
weie too high for men who work in the 
streets or en the docks and at other kinds 
of unskilled labor. Glasgow had to con- 
sider whether it were possible for the 
municipality to reach these men in any 
•wety. If it had been a question of letting 
rooms to single men, the arrangement 
coiild have been made easily enough. 
But the difficulty was to devise homes 
for large families, and it usually hap- 
pens that in this part of the world the 
poorer the man tie larger is his family. 
Houses conld be built, of course, but 
could the poorest class of laborers afford 
tc pay a rent which would return to the 
municipality an interest of 2, 8 or 4 
per cent on its investment? Could the 
municipality compete in that respect 
•with the owners of rookeries, where 
families live in single 
apartments? 


Much deliberation was given to the sub- 
ject It was found that the municipality 
could pat up a block of substantial 
buildings to meet the wants of the class 
hitherto left untouched, but that it 
would not be practicable to provide any- 
thing more than what are called "one 
roomed houses" — that is to say, one 
room to a family. To be sure, the rooms 
conld be divided by a partition reaching 
within two or thi'ee feet of the ceiling, 
the sleeping quart er being thus separated 
frcmi the cooking quarter. 


It was finally decided that a block of 


Muigle room tenements should be con- 
structed. A place was cleared at the 
rear of a block of artisans' dwellings, 
and a plain building of three stories was 
erected, with four single room tenements 
on each floor, two in the front and two 
behind. These were let at rents well 
within the means of unskilled laborers. 
The building wits opened, and it has 
been filled ever since The experiment 
is financially successful, bat in other re- 
-spixits there Ss little to be said for it Of 
coarse tie apartments are larger, lighter, 
healthier, better built than any single 
room tenements in the old rookeries. 
Nevertheless the objections to the herd- 
ing of a family in one room are not there- 
by removed. They are merely minimized 
and in a very slight degree. It is not by 
any means demonstrated that a munici- 
pality is justified in doing anything to 
perpetuate the single room tenement sys- 
tem for families. 


The construction of Glasgow's munic- 


ipal tenement houses, whether of the 
better class or of the poorer, is adiuira- 
bio. The stairways, being built entirely 
of masonry, .are consequently fireproof. 
The stairs themselves and the hall floors 
•xti of stone, and the walls of the halls 
are faced with glazed tiles or glazed 
bricks, as the cast) may be, and, as I have 
said, are easily k<gpt clean. 


A very large amount of work yet re- 


rnsiins to be done on the municipal estate 
wliich conies under the administration 
of :the improvement fund. Oldhousejare 
still being torn down, and crowded areas 
are being cleared away. Of course all 
this is a Yery expansive business. But it 
is being gradually carried on so that the 
cost may not fall excessively on any 
sirigle year.

Thus they throw labor 
out of employment and leave it to starve 
and pcriiih in the midst of the super- 
abundance which they temptingly place 
all about it during the worst periods of 
depression. It is difficult to conceive of 
» more horrible fato for labor. 


Labor saving machinery, then, is sure- 


ly a curse to all who have to work for a 
living. This is the decision of modern 
economic sciwioe.' This conclusion .is iu 
line with the teachings of McKinley, 
Harrison and other leading ^Republicans, 
who abhor cheap coats and declare that 
cheapness is vn-American. The question 
now is shall we continue to grant patents

A Free Trade Town. 


Tell City, in Perry county, ind., a 


Swiss settlement, was formerly strongly 
Republican, and- although devoted to 
manufactirroB 
tho inhabitants have 


changed thuir opinions in regard to the 
blessings of a protective tariff. Tho city 
has 80 different manufacturing estab- 
lishments, which pay from $060,000 to 
•$700,000 yearly in wages and-are in 
full operation, so that there are no un- 
employed workers among the inhabit- 
ants. 


A circular letter was some time ago 


addressed from Washington to the man- 
ufacturers,^ workingmen and merchants 
of Tell City, inquiring in regard to their 
views on the tariff question. In making 
answer all three classes unanimously de- 
clared that they favored u reduction of 
the tariff, and that (hey earnestly de- 
sired th» immediate passage of the Wil- 
Boii bill as it left the house. Tariff bene- 
ficiaries incessantly appeal to the fears 
of workiugiuen concerning a reduction 
of wages to the pauper standard of Eu- 
rope should the Wilson bill be passed. 
The workingmeu of Tell City, Ind., 
have small respect for this plea. They 
say in their circular reply that "experi- 
ence has shown that protective duties do 
not raise wages or eveu maintain them, 
so that an alleviation of our burdens can 
result only from a reduction of the prices 
of all necessaries, and therefore we fa- 
vor a pure tariff for revenue." 


It may be added that none of tins work- 


inginen .of Tell City will be found 
among "General" Coxey's army of 
cranks or in the Tariff league crusade 
that is preparing to march upon Wash- 
in gtou to overawe congress with a display 
of physical force.—Philadelphia Record.'

It is almost useless to follow tracks 


or sounds; clumsy as the animals ap- 
pear, they can race through the un- 
derbrush faster than a dog can fob j 
low, and they are so keen of sight 
and scent and so prone to conceal- 
ment that even tlie most experienced j 
hnn tor rarely catches sight of one iu 
the daytime, unless by accident. The 
best plan is to lie in wait for them, 
as the lithe and crafty jaguar does, 
by their drinking and wallowing 
plactw, and this must be done at night.

Upon being 
told tliat thev ha I promised the sheriff 
to keep the prison* until morning, the 
miisked men put their shoulders to the 
building, a small frame building, and 
turned it completely over. 


Seizing the prisoner, a stout rope 100 


fet-t long was fastened around his neck, 
while a hundred pair of bands dragged 
the doomed man tiO yards to a cotton- 
wood tree. A sort of hearing was then 
given the fellow, hut It was of short du- 
ration, for within a few minutes he was 


, dangling high in air and swinging to and 


fro in the moonlight street. 


As his body rose above the mob, the 


air was rent with the shouts of the men 
and women, who hail assemblecLto'wit- 
ness the lynching. As sodti as the-work 
was finished, the mob dispersed and 
qniet was restored. 


The tragedy occurred almost" in the 


center of the village of Enshsylvania, 
which lins a population of perhaps 1,000, 
but hnndneds o{ strangers had swelled 
the crowd f rain the surrounding country 
BO that the mob rjumered at least 2,000 
men and women. This is the second of- 
fense of this natnre committed by the 
brute within two years. 


Mrs. Knowles is 81 years old, and of a 


most respectable family. The negro has 
served three terms in the penitentiary 
for burglary, and has been under arrest 
before, chuged with the same offense.

Children Cry for

iUrfona and BLtnetiilliam, 


Hon. 
A. 3. Warner, pre,aident of the 


Bimetallic league and formerly member 
of congress from Ohio, writes a letter to 
tho Now York Sun wgning that no 
debtor nation can maintain a single goM 
standard. H» reasons tlios: To noaln- 
fain the single gold standard there most 
be in the oonutry an atno-jitt of gold suf- 
ficient at all times to redeem any silver 
or paper money that might be offered. 
To keep this supply constant tha na- 
tion, say the United States, mnst export 
always as tunoh as it imports, The rao- 
ment aiports exceed imports gold must 
go out of the country to pay the differ- 
ence. But to export as ranch as we im- 
port the prices of the staples we sell 
must be kept as low as those of other 
nations, or the other countries •will buy 
the goods elsewhere. 


If, on the other tan'' we can export 


more than we import, ujen gold will 
come to us. If these two problem? of 
export and import were all there -n ere 
to deal with, we could maintain the gold 
standard by, simply adjusting our cur- 
' renoy and tho. prices of our asport ccun- 
modities to the international level of 
prices. 


That, however, does not constitute half 


the difficulty. The United States is a 
debtor nation. Every yeai- we must pay 
to other nations, chiefly to England, a 
sum variously estimated a.t from $200,- 
000,000 to $800,000,000 interest on tho 
capital we have borrowed to develop the 
resources of our young country. This 
of course must be paid in gold. Besides 
keeping our exports up to a point where 
they will at least equal our imports we 
must make them also pay that vast sum 
Of interest, or our gold will flow out of 
the country so rapidly that we should 
soon be depleted of it. 


That,"in fact, is the process that has 


been in operation in the United States 
for many years. England can maintain 
the gold standard because she is a cred- 
itor nation, but Mr. Wumer declares 
every debtor nation that lias attempted 
it has been brought to bankruptcy. Mr. 
Warner says in conclusion: 


Under the hloiotullta standard, with silver 
widely disseminated among tho peoplo and 
constituting a principal part of tho general 
supply of currency, the exportation of meta) 
from accumulated Btorea to settle balances 
would havo little effect on tho money volume 
as a whole. If Bold left as at times, silver 
would alwoyw bo at hand to take iLsploceal 
basic money. But the dHEercncu ismensuro- 
less if silver Itself, or certificates representing 
it, is to bo redeemed iu Koltl. us mustbofiie 
caao with the tingle gold ttnnilarcl. 
•» 


IndoUnilH gcutencc* 1-Vr Criminal!. 
"Tho transformation of tho crimi- 


nal into a serviceable member of so 
Siety," snye Professor CharlesA. Col- 
lin, "is the only effective protection 
of society against him. Tha mere 
temporary caging of the criminal as 
ft wild beast is a protection to society 
for the time being, it is true. But if, 
when he is let out, of his cnge, he. is 
worse than when lie wont in he may 
be more, wary nnd cunning thereaft- 
er, but ho will be more dangerous to 
society than before he was caged." 


Under the present system the con- 


vict is discharged at the end of a 
fixed term, with a new suit of clothes 
and a few dollars in his pocket. 


"How m.'iiiy graduates of Harvard 


university," Professor Collin asks, 
"dropped upon the world in such a 
fashion, with all the benefits in char- 
actor, ability and reputation which 
Harvard can give them, with no 
friends except such as beckon them 
to haunts of vice and criminal ways 
of earning a living—how many Har- 
vard graduates under such circum- 
stances would got through the next 
two years without being compelled 
to beg, borrow or steal? 


"How then can you expect the dis- 


charged prison convict, with the firm- 
est of good resolutions (as many at 
that moment have), but with no sat- 
isfactory references to previous em- 
ployment, with so iriends of whom 
he can borrow, intoxicated with the 
sudden Bonso of freedom, to avoid the 
commission oi new ,iriuies before he 
can earn an honest living?"—Boston 
Commonwealth.

able stories about Hetty Green's 
closeness and about her wonderful 
success on the street.. She was in 
Philadelphia one flay when the mar- 
ket suddenly changed, and she found 
that unless she reached New York 
before tho close of the Stock Ex- 
change she would miss a chance to 
makerfeeveral thousand dollars.

For two weeks aft- 
er their coming, three months prior 
to my visit, the man had worked. 
Then'he fell sick; was in bed a 
month, wasted all his means, lost his 
place and could find, no other. The 
woman appealed earnestly for. assist- 
ance. 


The husband sat by in silence most 


of the time, bent, and his .head in his 
hands. 


I wrote my story, and the next day 


I was handed a roll of bills, about 
$30, which some generous people had 
contributed, to take to the destitute 
family. Two little girls, with a bas- 
ket packed by their mother, were 
waiting to go along. 


In answer to my knock an old wom- 


an opened the door. As I stepped in 
she nodded her head silently in,the 
direction of the bedroom. Moving 
that way, I saw the young-wife sit- 
ting with a shawl over her bowedhead 
beside the bed. At my approach she 
raised her. eyes, uttered no word nor 
made a sign, but returned immedi- 
ately to her attitude of grief. The 
children were playing quietly on the 
floor. I turned wonderingly to the 
bed—tliero lay the husband dyings 
In a fit of despondency, hopeless of 
relief, lie had hacked his throat with 
a razor the night before. Two days 
after he was dead. 


Saying nothing, I turned away^ 


gave the roll of bills to the old wom- 
an, who whispered at the door what 
had occurred, aud walked out with 
the little girls, whose basket had 
been emptied. After we had gone a 
block in silence one of my little com- 
panions looked up with wonder in 
her eyes and asked: "What's the mat- 
ter, Mr. Reporter. Is there any one 
sick?"--Ncw York Mail and Express.
